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Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reasons for allowance of claims 1,11 and 21 in the instant 

application rest at least in the combination with the inclusion of the limitation " the branch 
instruction [specifiesi the register and the bit of the register to use as a branch control 
bit. " The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the above-recited 
combination. 

Because claims 2-7. 9, 10, 12-17, 19. 20 and 22-25 depend directly or indirectly 
on any of the claims 1,11 and 21 , these claims are considered allowable for at least the 
same reasons noted above with respect to claim 1,11 and 21 .
